The air mail pilots at Belmont Park 
tarried out their ‘threat to strike yes- 
terday by refusing to carry mail in the 
Post Office planes, but late in the.aft- 
ernoon agreed to fly again with mail on 
the promise of Aerial Division Superin- 
tendent Charles I. Stanton that a recon- 
sideration would.take place in Wash- 
ington today of their demands. Those 
ere the reinstatement of two discharged 
pilots, safer machines and equipment, 
and the right of pilots to decline flights 
when weather conditions render the risk 
excessive. 

All of the air pilots at Belmont Park 
met Superintendent Stanton for a dis- 
cussion that lasted several hours and 
finally ‘accepted his proposals, with the 
understanding that the strike would be 
resumed if the conference at Washing- 
ton, at which the pilots will be repre- 
sented, is not satisfactory. The-avia- 
tors said they had received word by 
telegraph. from all other mail air sta- 
tions that postal fliers would stand with 
them and would agree to the decision 
reachéd ‘by. the pilots at Belmont Park 
whether to strike or continue flying. 

Various announcements were made. at 
Belmont Park and at’ Washington. re- 
garding the status ‘of fliers, who had 
refused trips last week and yesterday, 
indicating either that “were, 
eing made at cross-purposes in the Post 
Office . Department at Washington, or 
that Superintendent Stanton,. who is a 
practical flier, had overruled the order 
to dismiss pilots who strtick or who 
had refused to carry mail in conse- 
quence of wéather conditions. Dispatches 
from: Washington announced that all 
recalcitrant pilots had been dismissed 
from_ the. service, the dispatches being 
received.in New York just after the an- 
nouncement of Superintendent Stanton 
that the fliers had agreed to resume 
flights pending the conférence in Wash- 
- §ngton. ~ 

The decision of the pilots to call off 
the Striké- pending the conference was 
finally “made; after. Superintendent 
Stanton had received the following. tele- 
gram from Assistant. Postmaster Gen- 
eral-Otto Praeger: 

Your arrangement satisfactory. Will 
confer with you and representative of 
the pilots. For the purposes of har- 
mony would suggest that some pilot 
not involved in the controversy of July 

_22 be selected by the men. 


Name Dismissed Flier. 


The two men selected by the pilots are 
Hamilton Lee and T. H. Anglin. Pilot 
Lee is one of the causes of the strike, 
his dismissal and that of Leon Smith 
for refusing to fly in the fog last Tues- 
day having led to.the demand for their 
reinstatement. Pilot Anglin was due to 
make a flight with mail today, but re- 
fused to take out his machine because 
of the strike. These two men were ap- 
pointed by the pilots, because it was 
taken for granted that negotiations to 
gettle the strike would begin with the 
reinstatement of the men who had been 
dismissed. A third pilot, not involved 
in ‘the controversy, will also be sent. 

After the conference one of the air 
pilots who had been on strike said that 
the fliers were a. unit in demanding the 
right ofeach flier to judge for himself 
whether the, conditions were suitable, 
and to refuse to fly without resigning 
or being discharged for that action. 

“We will insist that ‘the man who 
risks: his own life be the judge, not 
somebody who stands on the ground 
and risks other people’s lives,’ he said. 
“Tf this is not granted the strike will 
be resumed again. We want to be as- 
gured also of having a safer machine 
to fly with in fog. In spite of denials, 
the Post Office. Department; had re- 
fused so far to euip machines with 
‘turn indi¢ators,’ and has based this 
refusal oh the ground of expense. To- 
day they have changed their stand on 
this ‘matter, and obtained some * turn 
indicators.”\There is no foundation for 
their explanation that they have been 
unable to obtain these hitherto. They 
are on the market; and can be bought 
in quantities for $75 apiece. The turn 
indicator ’, shows the pilot, when dark- 
ness or fog prevents him from seeing 
landmarks, whether ‘the machine is 
moving on the levél, jor pointing up- 
ward, downward or to the side, and 
enables the pilot to steer correctly and

Piao Bie wary of the spécial stockholders’ 
meeting, A. C. Bedford, Chairman. of 
the board, explains that the proposal 
‘to create the new stock was the result 
of the present necessity for: diverting 
a. considerable part of the company’s 
earnings to excess profit and other war 
taxes, ° 

**It ts the intention ‘to utilize this 
new capital,"’ says Chairman. Bedford, 
“in the financing of the further: de- 
velopment of the. company’s. equipment 
and resources, which plans &re already 
under way,. These include measures for 
insuring the.continuityof sa: substantial 
portion of this company's future supply 
of crude oil, as well as maintaining a 
cash reserve against contingencies, the 
active. prosecution of the company’s 
program.of enlarging its refining facili- 
ties, the expansion of its ~-transporta- 
tion systems, andthe extension of its 
distributing plants.’’ 

This, Mr. Bedford> said yesterday; 
meant.that while the company had in 
mind no specific point upon which it 
would concentrate its efforts for ex- 
pansion, additions would be made gen- 
erally. He said no particular attention 
would be directed toward the Mexican 
oil fields, and both he and President 
Walter C. Teagle admitted that-a- part 
of the funds might very probably be 
utilized in the credit relations of the 
company with foreign customers. 

The situation in the Rumanian oil 
fields,.in whch the Standard Oil Com- 
pany was heavily interested, is not fully 
known, and it is probable that repairing 
the plants wrecked by the German ar- 
mies may take part of the new funds. 

In his statement to stockholders Mr. 
Bedford also said:

TROITSA, Interior of Archangel Prov- 
ince, July 16.—When the Colonel woke 
us up to inquire, ‘What is all this fir- 
ing?’’ ‘‘ Oh, it’s nothing,” I protested, 
and tried to go to sleep again. Aylmer 
Maude concurred, adding, after looking 
at his watch, that 3:30 was rather early 
to be disturbed, especially when one one 
not-go to bed till 12.

Two minutes later he returned wide 
awake. ‘‘ There's a Sergeant badly 
wounded just outside,” he reported, add- 
ing in)\a lower tone, “ It’s a mutiny.”’ 

The firing now sounded in my ears 
with crisper significance, and I pro- 
ceeded quickly to dress myself, forget- 
ting to wash. -Going upstairs, I looked 
toward the village to the east. At ‘the 
first cluster of houses some 200 yards 
away I noted little flashes and puffs of 
smoke. In the fields around were.scat- 
tered figures in. khaki, advancing, re- 
treating, crouching, each group acting 
independently and in uncertainty. 

By the soutid bullets were moving in 
several directions. Splish! one struck 
the old farmhouse, and Splogh! another 
one> I withdrew from the window and 
returned downstairs, 

Challenged by Advancing Tommies. 

Our bedroom commanded a westward 
view. Over the brow of a cliff cau- 
tiously came several Tommies, and, 
shouting ‘“‘ What are you? What are 
you?” they crouched low, pointing 
rifles at the old farmhouse. Deficient 
in military training, I did the wrong 
thing. Going into the next room, I sub- 
mitted my grievance to the intelligence 
officer just completing his hasty toilet. 

“Did ever you hear of such non- 

sense?’’ was my expostulatory inquiry, 
“The Ruskies are firing at us on one 
side and here are some of our chaps 
proposing to start on the other.’’ 

‘* Half a mile away on our right I 
saw a field gun being dragged along 
the road. A little later it awoke the 
echoes, Fired at short point-blank range, 
the first shell fell near its objective. 
A second shell cuused one of the bath- 
houses to arise as a column of smoke 
and) fragment. The Russian artillery 
were shooting well. 

‘“‘That’s got them,’’ shouted an of- 
ficer on our side. ‘Keep your eyes open. 
They'll be scuttling out in a moment. 
Seé, there goes some of the blighters. 
Fire !’’ 

The more practical intelligence officer 
sprang to the window and shouted, ‘*‘ It's 
all right, we are British!’’ whereupon 
our new assailants arose and peacefully 
advanced. The officer went’ out and I 
pottered at the window, but soon a sud- 
den impulse took me to explore the 
house. Thé hayloft’ and corridor con- 
tained a dozen or so Russian troops, all 
standing or kneeling alert with weapons 
ready. 

Without pretending to know how one 
is supposed to behave in a mutiny I 
found my preference bent strongly 
toward open spaces and fresh air, but 
my perplexities out of doors proved 
greater than the perplexities indoors. 
However, it was some comfort to find 
the mind of everybody in as:deép ahaze 
as my own. Bullets were boring holes 
thro the atmosphere, so it must have 
been apparent to the meanest intellect 
that a fight of some sort was in prog- 
ress, but who.was fighting whom and 
why? 

Stfaggling as was the grouping, there 
was no other case of a person taking the 
field in single formation, so catching 
sight of the intelligence offfter with a 
handful of Russians I proceeded to join 
thern. Stooping and watchful we drifted 
in open order across a field of mingled 
oats and barley. A welcome definition 
had entered into the situation. 

A group of bathhouses standing some 
200 yards from our billet had been gen- 
erally identified as our objective. We 
Krormed part of a vague semi-circle of 
scattered troops, mostly Russian, who 
were gradually approaching and firing 
at those bath houses.

NEW BAN ON ARMS 
FOR MEXICANS 


President Issues Proclamation 
Allowing Export Only” 
by Permit. 
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Evidently an Outcome of the 
Present Conditions Across 
the Border.

public a proclamation by President Wil- 
son tightening the embargo on the pas- 
sage of arms and ammunition into Mex- 
ico. In this documént the President 
asserted that ‘“I have found that there 
exists in Mexico stich conditions of do- 
mestic violence promoted by the use of 
arms or munitions of war procured from 
the United States as contemplated. by 
the said joint resolution and act of Con- 


The resolution referred to’ was- passed 
by Congress in March, 1914. Under its 
provisions shipments of arms and muni- 
tions into Mexico have been kept under 
more or less strict control. 

The proclamation was prepared on 
July 12 and bears the signature of 
Frank L. Polk,. Under Secretary of 
State, as well as that of the President. 
It is thought significant that this date 
wag three days. after Mr. Polk conferred 
with twenty representatives of Amer- 
ican gil interests over the conditions in 
the Tampico and Panuco oil ffelds. 

Some noted with interést also that 
the President's proclamation, after re- 
ferring to the resolution, used . the 
words: 

‘**And whereas, by the same Act of 
Congress, it is provided in Section 8 
thereof as follows: ‘The President may 
employ such part of the land’ or; naval 
forces of the United States as he-may 
deem -necessary to carry out the pur- 
poses of .this title.’ ”’ 

The proclamation reads as follows} 

Embargo Proclamation.: ~~ 
DEPARTMENT OF STATE. 
July 25, 1919, (No. 2.) 

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE 

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas a Joint Resolution of Con- 
gress, approved March i4th, 1914, 
reads and provides as follows: ‘That 
whenever the President shall find 
that in any American country con- 
ditions of domestic vidlence exist 
which “are promoted by the use of 
arms or ammunitiong of war procured 
from the United States, and shall 
make proclamation thereof, it shall be 
unlawful to export except under such 
limitations and exceptions as the 
President shall prescribe any arms’ or 
munitions of war from any place in 
the United States to such country 
until otherwise ordered by the Presi- 
dent or by Congress.’”’ 

And whereas it is provided by Sec- 
tion 2 of the said Joint Resolution, 
“ That any shipment of material here- 
by declared unlawful after such a 
proclamation, shall be punishable by a 
fine not exceeding $10,000, or imprison- 
ment not exceeding two years, or 
both ’’; 

And whereas, by an act of Congress, 
approved June 15th, 1917, it is pro- 
vided as follows: 

‘* Whenever an attempt is made to 
export or ship from or take out of the 
United States, any arms or munitions 
of war, or other afticles, in violation 
of law, or whenever there shall be 
known or probable cause to believe 
that any such arms or munifions of 
war, or other articles, are being or 
are intended to be exported, or shipped 
from, or taken out of the United 
‘States, in violation of law, the sev- 
eral collectors, naval officers, survey- 
ors, inspectors of customs, and mar- 
shals, and deputy marshals of the 
United States, and every other person 
duly authorized for the purpose by the 
President, may seize and detain any 
articles or munitions of.war about to 
be exported or shipped from, or taken 
out’ of the United States, in violation 

law, and tke vessels or vehicles 
éontaining the- same, dnd retain pos- 
session thereof until .released or dis- 
posed of as hereinafter directed.- If 
upon due inquiry as hereinafter pro- 
vided, the property seized shall ap- 
pear to have been about to be so un- 
lawfully exported, shipped from, or 
taken out of the United States, the 
same shall be forfeited to’ the United 

States.” 

And whereas, by. the same act of 

Congress, it is provided in Section 8

Otherwise, it is @aid, 
the matter of accepting the amendments 
would become one of diplomatic nhego- 
tiation. between the United States and 
each of the great powers separately, or 
perhaps of all the signatory nations 
separately. “Years might be consumed 
in this procedure, and the result would 
be almost certain to be unsatisfactory: 

This view is given for what it is 
worth. It is diametrically opposed to 
the contention of President Wilson that 
the United States can not be a partici- 
pant in the peace with Germany’ or en- 
ter the League of Nations unless and 
until every signatory: of the.treaty ac- 
cepts and subscribes to any and all the 
reservations the Senate may make. 

Some British and French observers 
express the opinion that reservations by 
the Senate might not keep the United 
States out of the League until the Presi- 
dent had accomplished what is regarded 
as the impossible task of inducing other 
signatory Governments to subscribe to 
the Senate’s exceptions. These suggest 
that if the Senate ratifies the treaty in 
time to permit its. reservations to be 
considered by the Supreme. Council of 
the Peace Conference the members. of 
the Council, acting for the Powers, may 
accept the American ratification as reg- 
ular, but without giving assent in be- 
half of the Powers to the Sénate’s quali- 
fying clauses. . 

It should be understood. that very 
few whose opinion is/worth noticing 
hold such views. The expression of these 
views does not mean that those who 
hold them are any more reconciled than 
heretofore to having the Senate min- 
imize American participation in the 
treaty and the League.

WASHINGTON, July 25.—A memoran- 
dum prepared in_Paris by Thomas. F. 
Millard of Shanghai concerning the 
Shantung question and conjectural bases 
of an’ alleged ‘Anglo-Franco-Japanese 
entente regarding Asiatic affairs were 
furnished to the Washington correspond- 
ent’ of Tum New. YORE Times tonight, 
together..with correspondence on this 
subject. between Mr. Millard and David 
Jayne Hill. 

Mr. Millard, who spent some time in 
Paris in association with the Chinese 
delegates to. the Peace Conference, is 
now in Washington, where he has been 
in conference with members of-Congress 
and others who have been taking.a deep 
interest in the consideration of the Shan- 
tung provision of the Peace Treaty. 

The memérandum prepared by Mr. 
Millard is as follows: 

“(There are many indications that the 

attitudes of the British, French and 
Japanese Governments as expressed by 
the decision of the Council of Four on 
the Kiao-Chau and Shantung questions 
were determined some time before the 
formal ‘decision was arrived at, and that 
the unqualified support given to Japan 
by the British and French Governments 
in the. Counctl of Four was based on 
some definite private agreement by 
those three Governments about a future 
mutual policy, as well as on the private 
so-called Shantung agreements made in 
1917. . 
“Tt is currently but unofficially re- 
ported in Paris that an entente, or tri-. 
power private agreement, regarding all 
Asia has been made by the British, 
French, and Japanese Governments. If 
this {gs correct it scarcely can be 
doubted that its formula coincides with 
the status given to Japan in Shantung, 
and by the Manchurian agreements, 
which in practice is a definite revival 
and recognition of the ‘sphere of influ- 
ence’ thesis. It is utter folly to pre- 
sume that the British and French Gov- 
ernments are not fully informed as ‘to 
the true character of Japan’s policy ‘and 
actions in China, or that they have any 
illusions as to its future import and 
tendency. ‘Therefore, if it proves cor- 
rect. that, Great Britain and France haye 
recognized and have agreed hereafter 
te support Japan's position, and policy 
in the Far Bast, i€ is conclusive evi- 
dence that those powers have decided to 
accept a Japanese _ suzerainty over cer- 
tain regions as a fait accompli.

Text of the President’s Message. 


" The President's message to the Senate 
reads: 

‘‘For the Information of ‘the: Senate, 
and in response to the resolution’ adopted 
June 23, 1919, requésting the President 
to inform the Senate, if not incompatible 
with the public interest, of the reasons 
for sending United States soldiers to 
Siberia, the duties that are to be per- 
formed by these soldiers, how long they 
are to remain, and generally to advise 
the Senate of the policy of the United 
States Government in respect to Siberia 
and the maintenance of United States 
soldiers there, I have the honor to say 
that the decision to send American 
troops to Siberia was announced to the 
press on August 5, 1918, in a’ statement 
from the Acting Secretary of State, of 
which a copy is inclosed. 

‘This measure was taken in conjunc- 
tion with Japan and in-concert of pur- 
pose with the other allied powers, first 
of all to save the Czechoslovak armies 
which were threatened "with destruction 
by hostile armies apparently organized 
by, and largely corfiposed of; 
enemy prisoners of war. ‘The second 
purpose in view was to ‘steady any ef- 
forts of the Russians at self-defense, or 
the: establishment’ of law ant order in 
which they might be willing to accept 
assistance, 

“Two regiments of infantry, with 
auxiliary troopg—about 8,000 effectives— 
comprising a total of approximately 10,- 
000 men-were sent under the command 
of Major Gen. "William 8.* ‘Graves. The

September, 1918.

PRESSURE ON HARDING 
BY OHIO REPUBLICANS 


Petitions Are'Being Signed Urging 
. Him to Cease Opposition to 
the Peace Treaty.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, July 26.—Senator 
Warren G. Harding’s opposition to 
tatification of the German peace treaty 
carrying with it the principle of the 
League of Nations, is causing dissatis- 
faction tc members of his party in Ohio, 
Simultaneously throughout the State 
petitions were started today asking him 
to give his approval-to ‘the treaty.. The 
petitions will be signed only by Republi- 
cans of unquestioned standing, many of 
whom have been political associates and 
personal friends of the Senator. The 
petitions say nothing of reservations, 
merely asking him to give his support to/ The 
the League and the treaty. 

The pressure being brought to bear on 
Mr. Harding is in the form firatly of a 
set of resolutions and messages from 
non-partisan bodies, including commer- 
cial and civic associations, labor groups, 
churches and women’s clubs, and sec- 
ondly of a political petition. Dissatis- 
faction with his failure to line up open- 
ly in support of the League is widely 
expressed and if opposition from him 
continues it may influence his chances 
of obtaining the unqualified endorse- 
ment of the Ohio Republicans for Presi- 


dent.

It was understood that an agreement 
had been reached between Senator Lodge 
and Under Secretary Polk of the State 
Departmrent by which fhe committee 
would eliminate the clause of the treaty 
suggesting regrets to Colombia for the 
partition of Panama. 

Republicans have held up ratification 
of the treaty: for several years because 
of this clause, and some time ago the 
amount of the damages to be paid to 
Colombia, was reduced to $15,000,000, 
but in consideration of the elimination 
of the regret clause, the original sum 
of $25,000,000 was restored. 

A renewed request for immediate ac- 
tion on the treaty was made today by 
Secretary Lansing and the American 
Minister to Colombia. Chairman Lodge 
will confer tamorrow with Mr. Lansing 


and he hopes to, obtain ratification pf the |,

gard the present state of affairs with 
keen satisfaction. The militarists, of 
whom there are still many in Europe, 
are bound to feel gratified. It has come 
to be accepted in European capitals that 
the fullest participation of the United 
States in the League of Nations is es- 
sential to the success of the League. A 
very general opinion exists among those 
of influence in world affairs that any 
reservation by the United States to the 
League covenant means that the League 
will ultimately become useless in ful- 
filling its underlying purpose of pre- 
serving peace. 

The French Government, despite its 
agreement to the League covenant, ap- 
parently adheres to the belief that the 
restoration of the balance of power 
through alliances between the foremost 
nations is the best method of preventing 


wars—or, to put it another way, the best | 


guarantee that France will be protected 
against German aggression. Premier 
Clemenceau voiced this view in the 
Chamber of Deputies last December. 
Immediately thereafter, in speeches de- 
livered at Manchester and Rome, Preai- 
dent Wilson condemned the. balance of 


power policy, and contended that the had 


League of Nations afforded the only as- 
surance of world tranquillity. 

Should the Senate’s course make the 
League impotent, there would certainly 
be a demand from Europe for broader 
defensive combinations of the great 
powers than those embodied in the 
Franco-American and the Anglo-French 
undertakings, one of which has been 
ratified by the British Parliament, while 
the other is pending in-the United States 
Senate. 

As seen here, the opposition to the 
League in the Senate points to an out- 
come that means no easy position for 
America, in world affairs. If the reser- 
vations by the Senate to the League 
covenant destroy or weaken theLeague’s 
influence for good an opportunity will 
be presented to the United States to 
join an alliance of some of the great 
powers pledged to keep the world at 
peace, or at least protect each member 
against aggression from those nations 
outside the alliance. With such an al- 
Hance in effect, every great nation might 
hecome an armed camp, and be obliged 
to maintain a large fleet, with conge- 
quent heavy expense and the ever-pres- 
ent danger of conflict which heavy arm- 
aments furnish. 

If the Senate should lay the ground- 
work for making the League impotent 
and tater refuse to permit the United 
States to join the balance of power al- 
lance, America, lke the other vem 
pal nations, would be compelled te be 
always ready to protect its interests by | tu 
force of arms, with tremendously. heavy 
annual expenditures to insure prepared- 
ness. ;

Wants Cabinet Kesponsible. 


The solution, according to dis- 
sident Liberals, is that the War Cabinet 
shall, without delay, restore the regular 
forms of parliamentary government. The 
Westminster Gazette puts the case thus: 

“The present War Cabinet, which is 
only the privy council of the Prime 
Minister, has-neither the authority, nor, 
as events have proved, the sagacity and 
knowledge to carry us safely through a 
serious domestic crisis. Nor can the 
House of Commons recover the respect 
of the country, so long as it submits to 
Government by a junta; which, plainly, 
it does not~control, and whose policy is 
on most important issues a sealed book 
to it. Parliamehtary government is 
bound up with the Cabinet system and 
can be nothing but a pale shadow with- 
out it, only if there is a Cabinet, 
acknowledging collective responsibility 
for a policy which is known to the pub- 
lic and.is Hable to be called to account 
collectively, as well as individually. Can 
the House of Commons be strong and 
authoritative? A Cabinet of five, whose 
very names have to be ascertained by 
questions across the floor of the House, 
a Cabinet which may be altered by the 
Prime Minister without anybody know- 
ing it, and which may add to its mem- 
bers’ or. reduce them at any moment or 
for any purpose, is not and cannot be a 
Cabinet subject to parliamentary con- 


trol in the sense that it has hitherto 
been understood, and with the Prime 
Minister withdrawn from Parliament 
and acting as a sort of referee on all 
subjects behind the scenes it must alto- 
gether fail to fulfil the conditions of 
parliamentary government.” 

Almost immediately on returning from 
his holiday in Wales Lloyd George 
found his intervention necessary in tne 
settlement of the Yorkshire miners’ 
strike which, there is a _ practically 
unanimous opinion, has been the out- 
come of muddleheaded methods of bu- 
reaucracy. That is only one out of a 
hundred problems which face the Gov- 
ernment. It is no exaggeration to say 
that all eyes are on Lloyd George.

It is most feebly inept to call him a 
reactionary and it would be just as inept 
to call him a Cadet or Social Revolu- 
tionary. He is untrammelled by any 
party ties, and by men of all parties, 
except perhaps for—a very small group 
of extreme restorationists, he is deeply 
respected for his unswerving honesty of 
purpose and his proved and unreserved 
devotion to the Russia ‘that is bigger 
and deeper than all classes and parties. 

This unassuming devotion is the secret 
of his power as a leader. It is the qual- 
ity that inspires devotion in others and 
has kept their faith in Russia living in 
the darkest days. -Denikin’s personality 
is the key to his policy and that is why 
it is so difficult to give any account of 
his political system that could be trans- 
lated without. further ado into the sim- 
plified democratic’ phraseology current 
at the Peace Conferénce. 

Something new and very big is coming 
into being in this fierce struggle, ‘and 
perhaps even those who are most closely 
involved in the* passion and strain of 
the struggle can only dimly realize what 
new values are being created here. 

At last the Bolshevist* phase is pass- 
ing and a new era is dawning which 
is and will be entirely distinct, not only 
from the Bolshevist, but from the period 
of the Provisional Government and the 
old régime. In all this long struggle 
Russia is searching for and fashioning 
her own political system, and no other 
power but the power of the Russian peo- 
ple as a whole can decide what that 
political System will be. 

Denikin with the sure instinct of the 
genius, patriot and man of action, un- 
hampered by excess of theory, divines 
the needs- of this movement. At each 
critical stage in the early stages of his 
effort there was no' question of politics. 
One object was to create an army to 
overthrow the Bolhseviki. How that 
army was created by Alexander Korni- 
loff, Danikin and a handful of officers 
and school boys who went out into the 
wilderness to save Russia is one of the 
great epics of the war. 

Ekaterinodar was occupied last Au- 
gust and it became possible to organize 
on a bigger scale. The Kuban Cossacks 
were mobilized, and later, as the re- 
sources of the volunteer army grew and 
the area: of occupation extended, the 
mobilization was carried out in all the 
occupied districts. There was a dire 
shortage of army ammunition and equip- 
ment, which was only relieved when at 
last, after long delays, Denikin began 
to receive British supplies. Now there 
is a large and regularly organized army, 
which, during the magnificent advance 
of the last few weeks, has marched 
from victory to victory on its way to 


Moscow.

LONDON, July.25, (Associated Press.) 
—the Miners’ Federation today accepted 
the Government's offer of new piece 
rates for coal mining and recommended, 
that all the miners’ unions accept the 
proposition and return to work. The 
Yorkshire miners will meet tomorrow 
and decide whether they will accept the 
proposition of the Government. It is 
believed that they will do so, although 
Herbert Smith, their leader, declined to 
express an opinion on'the matter. 

An official report, issued after a con- 
ference held. today between Premier 
Lloyd George and the executive body of 
the Miners’ Federation, said an agree- 
ment, had been reached, and that the 
principle laid down by the Government 
in its proposition had been adopted. 

The Government proposition, based on. 
the interlm-—report of the Sankey Coal 
Commission that the reduction of ‘out- 
put through reduced hours would be less 
than 10 per cent., afforded assurance 
that piece workers would not suffer any 
kloss in earnings, and thatthe piece 
rates would be Increased by an amount 


which on the average was found neces- 
sary to correspond with the.10 per cent. 
reduction in hours. 

In order to carry out this agreement, 
says the report, it.was necessary to fix 
a definite average of reduction in work- 
ing timé resulting from the introduction 
of the seven-hour day, and after an ex- 





‘amination of the figures it was decided 


to accept forty-seven minutes as the 
basis for this calculation. 

Before today’s conference began it 

understood that the Miners’ Fed- 
Fration officials had accepted the prin- 
iple of the Government's offer for the 
settlement of. the. Yorkshire dispute. 
Their conference with the’ Premier be- 
gan early this -afternoon. 

Late in the day, after the reaching of 
the agreement, Secretary Hodge of the 
Miners’ Federation issued a statement 
strongly urging all districts affiliated 
with the Federation loyally to accept 
the settlement, and resume work.

THE PROPER USE OF PARKS. 

Friends of the legitimate use of 
parks must regret the refusal of Mr. 
Justice Luce of the Supreme Court 
to issue an injunction to restrain 
Park Commissioner GALLATIN and the 
Safety Institute of America from ex- 
ecuting, a lease whereby the institute 
is to have the use of the Arsenal 
Building in Central Park, on certain 
conditions, for the exhibition of safety 
appliances. Justice Luce also dis- 
missed a taxpayer’s suit brought for 
the same purpose. There will be an 
-appeal to the Appellate Division, 
where, it_is to be hoped, the resist- 
ance of the Parks and Playground As- 
sociation and many public-spirited cit- 
izens to what they regard as an un- 
warrantable encroachment, likely to 
be a precedent for worse encroach- 
ments upon the Park and further di- 
versions to the detriment and public 
purposes, will be sustained. 

With’ all respect we cannot follow 
Justice Luce in his theory of the law- 
ful and proper uses of the Park. It 
is true that a restaurant in a public 
park is recognized by law as a proper 
use. This is because a_restaurant is 
a convenience or necessity to visitors 
to the park. It is for the general 
public advantage, and in-an ancillary 
and subordinate way contributes to 
the common enjoyment and proper use 
of the park. How can a special :exhi- 
bition, such as the Safety Institute 
projects,.be deemed to be either a con- 
venience or necessity for the discharge 
of the proper functions of ‘the .Park 
If a: safety appliance show, why not 
an automobile show, in which ore

Central Park as a place of. resort, 
amusement, recreation, and exercise. 

It is disappointing to find a culti- 
vated and an accomplished man like 
Park Commissioner GALLATIN meekly 
following the opinion of his predeces- 
sor and other public officers who hold 
that the Safety Institute's use of the 
Arsenal ‘* would be to the great ad- 
“ ne of the people of the city

ROADS AND FRUIT TREES. 


Possibility of a Township Arboretum 
with School Connections. 


To the Editor of The New York: Times: 

“THe New Yorke renders im- 
portant service, to a great cause when it 
calls edi ‘attention to the misuse of 
the avera, roadside arid pleads for 
practical and aesthetic Handling. of, the 
opportunity. Each township in America 
has in this land an opportunity for the 
establishment of an arboretum of rare 
and beautiful trees and shrubs for the 
\benefit of every passer-by. Artistic 
treatment of even the most unsightly 
roadside, not to speak -of portions 
capable of picturesque handling, would 
work'a transformation in any township 
and .set an example for all the farms 
and homesteads:in the region: The trim- 
ming ,away of unsightly decay, the 
covering of bare spots, the cleaning up. 
of mosquito-haunted pools, would be but 
the beginning ofthe good work. The 
setting dut of ornamental trees and 
shrubs might easily bring directly to the 
roadside superb specimens of all our 
native growths, together with many fine 
exotics, all carefully marked (where 
doubtful) with both popular and scien- 
tific names, as in the finest arboretum 
in the land, 

Of course nothing after this fashion 
can be brought about without a trained 
man or woman on the job. In many 
cases it would be wise to connect up 
such a development with the local public 
school system, ‘securing some person fit- 
ted to give instruction concerning grow- 
ing things to-each. grade-room for oné 
hour a week during the Winter months, 
and utilizing the other months for out- 
door work along the most. practicable 
lines, partly in school gardens and part- 
ly in roadside improvement. In connec- 
tion with the educational program a con- 
vocation week for general as well as for 
school instruction might be held, bring- 
ing to the town or village specialists 
along various lines of arhoriculture, The 
children .would ‘attend, take notes, and 
write essays. The whole community 
would be stirred. Other plans might fit 
other circumstances, but this one har- 
monizes- with the present day develop- 
ments and at once gives the efforts for 
roadside improvement a solid connec- 
tion with.town affairs.- It also makes 
the children the guardians of the public 
welfare. 

In your editorial comments and in the 
various responses of your correspondents 
mention seems to havexbeen confined to 
ornamental and fruit trees, leaving out 
of mind what might prove a most im- 
portant adjunct to any township. a su- 
perior grade of nut-bearing trees often 
hardier and requiring less care than any 
other type. Here we have in this north 
temperate zone the generally available 
hickory, (a very handsome>tree,) the 
butternut, and the black walnut, as well 
as the chestnut, (wherever the blight is 
not prevalent.) To these might be added 
the hardier species of ‘‘ English '’ wal- 
nut and-the pecan. All sorts of experi- 
ments could be tried, with startling dis- 
coveries possible. 

In this particular the writer wishes 
to make a plea for the beechnut. A high 


grade quality of this nut might easily} 


be made a delicious articlé of food. The 
beech tree, well grown, is an object of 
great beauty. In Europe extensive ave- 
nues of-them are found and the fruit 
carefully conserved’ Many a township 
could easily handle along its roadsides 
10,000 noble beeches and as many hick- 
ories, not to speak of a large sprinkling 
of other nut treqg and shruba, all of 
them largely taking care of thamselves. 
Each: town or county could have its own 
nursery. for fostering a high grade of 
fut trees and shrubs. 

We have much to learn from other 
countries, and Countess von Krockow’'s 
plea for the. fruit tree is not so im- 
practicable as you seem to think. Japa- 
nese cherries are famous the world over 
for the beauty of their flowers and 
foliage: Community spraying would at 
once chenee: the _ possibilities of- fruit 
raising and lessen. the number of de- 
cayed orchards of which ae speak. 
Many a township might anny become 
famous or the communal fruit it 
might raise along its ro de and in- 
duce its farmers to take fas pare bse 
sending to the markets only 
fruit and preserving the rest in Psa or 
able form. er, observing a dozen 
fine Baldwin apple trees on the road- 
-~ aoe his place bearing a full harvest

PARIS, July 25, (French Wireless 
Gervice:\—Bulgariati  oppréssion of 
astern Macedonia during the period of 
occupation of ‘that térfitory resulted in 
the reduction of the population by well 
6n toward 100,000:and the death of 
ebout 32,000 inhabitants in the course 
of three years of hunger and ill-treat- 
ment, according to the report of an 
Interallied Commission just submitted. 

This Commission, comprising delegates 
of the British, Belgian, Frenéh, Serbian, 
and Greek. Governments, appointed to 
inquire into charges of violation of the 
rights of nations-_by the Bulgarian 
armies in Eastern -Macédonia, found 
that at the time of the Bulgarian in- 
vasion the population totalled 305,000 
inhabitants and is now reduced to 225,- 
000. j 
In addition to the 32,000, who died, the 
report states, about 42,000 were deported 
to. Bulgaria, 16,000 to 12,000 emigrated 
to Bulgaria to éscape famine, about 
12,000 of the deportees and emfgrants 
died in Bulgaria, and between 8,000 and 
10,000 of the 18,000 Mussulmans enrolled 
in the Turkish and Bulgarian armies 
have fiot returned. 

The Bulgarian starvation policy was 
organized and carried out by devious 
means, the report. continues, and cruel 
devices were employed to suppress the 
Hellenic element. The deportations are 
declared not to have beefi prompted by 
reasons of saféty,; but by a desire for 
extermination, more than one-quarter of 
the men deported dying in consequence 
of hardships, beatings, and various tor- 
tures. 

The Bulgarians are also charged with 
plundering, all manner of speculation, 
the demolition of buildings and the 
carrying away of children with a view 
to denationalizing them. 


Tell of Torture of Serbians. 


Wholesale massacres of prisoners of 
' war, the systematic murder of ‘civilians, 
including women and. children, the tor- 
ture of whole populations by methods 
more barbarous than those of the Span- 
ish Inquisition, and the organized pillag- 
ing of a fMetion are charged against the 
Bulgarians during their occupation of 
Serbia in the report of the Interallied 
_Commission appointed to investigate vio- 
lations of the Hague Convention, which 
Was made public in this city yesterday 
by the Serbian Official Information Bu- 
reau. . 

In summing up its findings the com- 
mission reports: ‘ 

“The Bulgarian crimes exceed the or- 
dinary infringements of international 
law. They are>-crimes of common law 
stch as assassinations, murders, blows, 
wounds, Violences, violations, attacks on 
personal liberty, pillages,’ ‘extortions, 

fires, &c. The entiré Bulgarian régime 
bears criminal mark.’’ 

The Bulgarian Government is held di- 
rectly responsible by the commission for 
,. the long record of outrage, torture, mas- 

gacre and pillage’ which thé report con- 

tains. While many of the most terri- 
ble crimes described are laid to the/uc- 
count of the “‘ comitadjes,’’ or irregular 
pclice, organized from the lowest and 
criminal elements of the Bulgarian pop- 
ulation, the report says that ‘ some of 
the regular army officers outrivalled 
the heads of the comitadjes in the mas- 
sacres of the civilian population.” 
@ Examples.are given of a lieutenant 
who alone killed ten to fifteen persons

OBEYED LAW, SAYS PALMER. 


Charges Should Be Against Con- 
gress, He Tells Committee.

WASHINGTON, July  25.—Attorney 
General A. Mitchell Palmer, appearing 
today before the Senate Judiciary Corh- 
mittee, which is considering protests 
against confirmation of his nomination. 
asserted that tne accusations made 
against him were an indictmént of the 
Congress for Naving passed the Enemy 
Trading act, which he had vigorously 
enforced in trying to break up the Ger- 


man. industrial army in America. 

‘*T have earned tHe enmity of our 
country’s. enemies,’”” said Mr. Palmer. 
“T admit this, and, of course, they will 
attack me.* Of course, the Germans are 
against me and will be until the end of 
time. 

‘“‘ Under the original Trading With the 
Enemy act the Alien Property Custo- 
dian was a mere conservator, a while

Cummings, Chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, whose firm had 
been its counsel since 1908, reported to 
the custodian that it was German- 
owned. 

Mr. Cummings, who was paid $10,000 | 
a year as managing director, resigned 
a@ year ago, Mr. Palmer said, because 
he -wanted to join a syndicate to buy 
the property. On account of his former 
connéction with the company the Cus- 
todian would not permit the sale to be 
made to him.

PARIS, July 26.—B. A. Filene of Boa- 
ton, répresentative of thé Chambers of 
Commerce of thée United. States, who is 
endeavoring to find a way to assist 
business men in France and other Bu- 
ropéen countries, commercially and 
financially, makes a_ long statement in 
this morning’s Matin, in which he frank-. 
ly adnmiite he and his American asso- 
ciates are not actuated by puré philan- 
thropy, but are working to stabilize 
world business, for thé sake of América 
as wéll as for Buropé. . 

After referring to present conditions 
in France with the constantly increas- 
ing wage demands, which wages do not 
keep up with the constantly incréas- 
ing cost of living, Mr. Filene says: ‘‘ We 
can take temporary mieasures by. créat- 
ing a syndicate of bankers to obtain 
for you’ a provisional credit to im- 
prove exchange, but the effect would 
be only illusory. The dollar would soon 
reayjme going up. In a country where ae 
misery exists, révolution always is po 
sible. Russia furnishes an example. 
But misery rust: not, be allowed to 
push allied countries into Bolshevism, 
for that would mean total ruin. The 
“inited States, which have lent you 
considerable sums, would lose their 
capital, would be caught thémselves in 
the clutch of Bolshevism and not be 
spared from ruin. 

‘To you we do- not hesitate to say 
it is -ot from pure philanthropy that we 
offer you help. We act as business 
men. We expect in a large way to 
come to the aid of our Européan clients, 
énabling them, by going on, in security 
for them and for ourgélves, with work 
and business as befére the war. 

‘* Americans wish also that the peace 
obtained by victory should be .a real 
Peace and that Buropean countries get 
away frorn the tendency, too ong in 
the past, to think that they must have 
recourse to war to avoid revolutions."’ 

Mr. Filene asks the business men of 
France, Belgium, Wngland and Italy 
to appoint delegates on a commission 
with the miost eminent, broad minded 
and farseeing leadership these countries 
can produce. These delegates should 
meet in Kurope for the exchange o? 
views and to make up complete dists of 
the needs of their respective countriés; 
for, he says; Américan business men 
réalize they must not help some coun- 
tries, leavirig others subject to the 
WMiisery and dangér of revolution. 

These délegates, according to Mr. 
Filene’s suggestion, will be the guests 
of’ France until Sept. 15, when they will 
depart for the Unitéd States aboard 
the ship which the: Anmierican Govern- 
ment will be asked to place at their 
disposal.

Nolfuagestion Made / of Cancella- 
tions, Says Treasury Official. 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—Every dol- 
lar of loans and credits advanced by the 
United States to foreign countries, in- 
cluding .Russia, is amply protected by 
securities, and will be paid in full, R. 
C. Leffingwell, Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, today told the House 
Committee on Expenditures in the State 
Department.

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Health Department's Plea to 
Treat It as.a Disease. 


Motives of Self-Defense, If 
Not from Altruism. 


Health Commissioner Royal 8. Cope- 
land received an opinion from Corpora- 
tion Counsel William P. Burr yesterday 
supporting the position of Dr. Copeland 
that drug addiction should be considered 
& disease to be dealt with by the Health 
Department and not a criminal condi- 
tion calling for punishment in penal in- 
stitutions, 
no legal bar to prevent the use of the 
city’s farm at Warwick, N. Y., as a 
colony for the treatment of drug addicts. 

The Corporatidn Counsel supported the 
contention of the Héalth “Commissioner 
that drug addiction could.rightly be con- 
sidered ‘‘a pestilential disease,’ requir- 
ing action by the Health Department. 
On this point the Corporation Counsel 
seid : 

“The facts disclosed by the Mayor’s 
Public Welfare Committee, which was 
created by him in the interest of public 
health, morals; and safety to investigate 
the -evil of drug addiction in this city, 
are most alarming. The records of re- 
cent trials in the Federal courts in this 
district show the close connection be- 
tween dishonest -druggists and crooked 
physicians. _These disclosures clearly in- 
dicate that evil is assuming the pro- 
portions of a stilence. 

“It is sokenianes that to a large de- 
gree the use of habit-forming drugs is 
acquired through association with per- 
sons who are drug addicts. This is 
clearly shown by the records of the 
Worth. Street Clinic and. the resident 
physicians in the Tombs Prison. I may 
add that one of the most alarming fea- 
tures of this spread of drug addiction 
is its prevalence among the criminal 
classes, 

* Your plan, as I understand it, is to 
endeavor, by such treatment as may be 
afforded and applied at the Warwick 
Colony Farm, to rescue and save such 
drug addicts from the, dreadful  conse- 
quences of the habitual tse of narcotics, 
which, it is generally understood and 
conceded, breaks down their moral con- 
science, develops criminal tendencies, 
causes insanity, and renders them a 
burden and.a menace to the community. 

‘I believe the community is in duty 
bound ‘to do all it ean to cure this dis- 
ease and to prevent’ itg growth, if not 
from altruistic motives, at least from 
motives of self-protection. ‘Therefore if 
there be any doubt_as to whether the 
term ‘ pestilential ’ could cover drug ad- 
diction, that doubt should be received in 
such a manner as to permit the benefi- 
cent and humane efforts of your depart- 
ment full scope.’ 

The Warwick farm is under the con- 
trol of the Board of Inebriety, and its 
use by the Health Department would be 
dependent upon the board’s sanction to 
the transfer of the prope rty to the juris- 
diction of the Health Department. Mr. 
Burr says there are at present on! 
three members on the Board of Inebri- 
ety. and that another should be 
pointed by the Mayor estore its vote on 
such a question would be le 

Dr. Copeland said he had ‘sent the 
opinion. to the Mayor, ae with a 
letter of his own, u the adoption 
of his plan to ‘bring control of drug ad- 
dicts under Department, 
rather than under the ent of 
Correction.”’

HAZELHURST FIELD, Mineola, July

ton, Ohio. The big plane landed in good 
condition and Captain Roy N. Francis 
said the 400-horsepower Liberty motors 
had worked perfectly throughout the 
trip. Only once did the port motor miss 
a revolution, but she quickly recovered 
and the engines roared on until they 
landed here. , 

A mile a minute was made in the 
mets across country, although a head- 
wind bothered the fliers every foot of 
the trip, and an average of thirty-six 
gallons of gasoline an hour was ‘used. 
The capacity of the plane is 710 gallons, 
and she has a cruising radius of 1,800 
miles. When she landed she had enough 
gasoline to carry her four hours longer.

PLANS FOR HUGE HANGARS. 


House fer Giant Dirigibles to be 800 
Feet Long. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 25.—The diri- 
gible hangar which the navy will erect 
at Lakehurst, N. J., as the first of the 
permanent housing sheds for its pro- 
posed giant dirigibles will be larger 
than the concourse of the Union Rail- 


way Terminal at Washington. Accord- 
ing to information. disclosed by Secre- 
tary Daniels this afternoon it will be 
800 feet long, 265 feet wide, and 174 
feet high... These are insidé dimen- 
sions. The great congourse is 760 feet 
long, 126 feet wide, and 50 feet high. 

The outside dimensions of the hangar 
are even greater. The space actually 
occupied will be 920 feet long and 352 
feet wide, and the structure will be 
more than 200 feet. The doors, of which 
there will be four, two at each end, are 
129 feet wide and 174 feet high. 

The steel tonnage will exceed 6,000 
tons, and the cubic contents of the 
building will be 50,000,000 feet. It will 
be covered with colored, “corrugated as- 
bestos, which will make it fireproof.. A 
series of windows and skylights on “all 
sides will afford ample light, while 
there. will be numerous staircases and 
two huge elevators leading to the roof, 
In the spaces between the great trusses 
will be placed numerous shops for .the 
use of the. aviators.

31,100 Feet. 


In a test flight made late Thursday 
afternoon Roland Rohlfs, test pilot for 
the Curtiss Engineering Corporation, 
Garden City, L. I., broke the American 
altitude.record by reaching a ceiling of 
31,100 feet. ‘This is 2,200 feet better than 
the record made last Tilton, by Major R. 
W. Schroeder .of the ited States Air 
Service in a British-made Bristol with 
a Hispano-Suiza motor. Schroeder holds 
the official world’s record, although 
Casale,‘a Frenchman,-in a Nieuport, is 
accredited with an unofficial: record. of 
$3,100 feet, made early this-year. 

Rohlfs’s record on Thursday was made 
in a Curtiss Wasp, a triplane designed 
and built by the Curtiss company for 
the United States.Army. It is equipped 
with one of the new Curtiss 400-horse- 
power motors. Early this year, in a 
test flight under ‘the auspices of the 
Government, it made a speed record of 
160 miles per hour and a climbing record 
of 16,000 feat in ten minutes. Rohlfs 
expects to make his official test early | ¢y, 
next week and, according to the per- 
formance Thursday, he anticipates no
